of the city business premises is the al-. 
teration now being made-in the-spacious 
Stores of the B. ©. Market company at 
the corner of Government and Yates 
streets, wliich will effect a great and 
beneficial change in the appearance of 
that prominent: building. 

The fruit: store will” be-removed from 
the old position andthe north side of 
the shop opened out upon Yates street, 
steel pillars being inserted for supports. 

A large refrigerator chamber is in 
course of erection in the centre of the 
store, the American expert packing 
Touse builder, John Sennock,’ of Taco- 
ma, being engaged for the work. This 
chamber, measuring 16 feet by 30. feet 
and capable of being regulated to 36 to 
838 degrees will be pitted with steel rail- 
road tracks und sidetracks which will en- 
able the carcasseB fo be.run in from 
the wagons with little handling, and 
with great economy ef Jaber into the 
central storetiouse, where the carcasses 
and meat supplies will be stored. 

From this chamber, glass counters of 
the most modern type-will extend, with~- 
in which, protected from dust and flies, 
but visible to the customer and easily 
accessible to the counter man, will be 
arranged thé supply of ent joints, etc., 
for the day’s trade. supply. Under- 
neath these glass—connters, cold air 4s 
conveyed in pipes by which process the 
meat will be kept chilled to 40 degrees 
while exposed for sale, the temperature 
being capabfe of regulation by valves 
for the purpose. 

Altogether, the plant is very complete 
and said to be the only one of its kind 
on the coast at, present.
